R egular Quadrennial 
Weighing 
of 


li. S. Mail Will Begin Soon 


During the latter part of February 
or the first 
of March will tie com­ 
menced the quadrennial weighing of 
the mails in this, the Sixth div sion 
of the postal service, to determine the 
compensation that shall be paid by 
tiie government to the railroads for 
the transportation of the mails for tiie 
ensuing four years. 
The Sixth d ivi­ 
sion is composed of the states of Iowa, 
Illinois, Nebraska, Wyoming and the 
Black Hills district of South Dakota, 
it has been the custom heretofore to 
weigh the mail carried on each train 
for the period of thirty days, but the 
tune may now be lengthened to sixty 
and even ninet j days. 
The depart 
ment lias not yet readied a conclusion 
regarding ibis matter. 
It lias also 
been 
customary 
for 
the 
railway 
companies 
to 
appoint 
a man 
to 
act 
conjointly 
with 
the 
rep­ 
resentative of the government, doubt­ 
less for the purpose of making certain 
that the roads would secure full com­ 
pensation for their service. 
Tney are 
compensated according to the weight 
of the mail transported. 
It is under­ 
stood the roads will permit the de­ 
partment s representatives to conduct 
the 
quadrennial weighing without 
supervision or espionage on their part. 
Persons appointed to 
perform this 
work for the government will be those 
who have passed the civil service ex- 
aminat ions if t lie re is a sufficient num­ 
ber of t hem.
